double row of corn planted around RE 
the ‘edge of tomato fields and an 
occasional double row through the 
eld will serve as a trap crp for 
the tomato fruit worms, says J. R. 
Watson, entomologist with the 
Florida Experiment ‘Station. 
The same worm that bores into 
the tomatoes is also known as the 
corn ear worm and the corn bud- 
worm. It prefers corn and will thus 
leave the tomatoes for the corn. 
Mr. Watson advises planting the 
corn so that it would come into silk 
at about the time the first toma- 
toes are- forming. The moth that 
lays the egg which : causes the 
worth’ perfers. shade, so a do 
row of peas between the double 
row. of corn is sugg 
If it is not practical to have the 
corn come into silk when the first 
tomatoes are forming, corn that is E 
knee high will give some protec- 
tion. The moth will lay her eggs 
ín the “buds to prodüce what we 
know as the corn budworm. At 
this stage the worm in the corn 
should be poisoned, and a dust} 
made by mixing one pound of lead 
arsenate to 10 pounds of lime isi
